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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 17-19, 24-33 and 35-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 1 0-30986 or JP 5-32061 6 in view of JP '904. 
See the appropriate paragraph of the 1 1/8/04 Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/1 1/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants' state the instant amendments now specify there must be a color 
change from colorless to colored by the peroxide during plasma sterilization whereas 
JP'904 and JP'986 teach an initialed colored state going to a less colored state. The 
abstracts supplied by Applicants' have been reconsidered and it is noted these 
abstracts state there is a change in color and not a change from a colored state to a 
less colored state. The Office maintains the change in color taught by the cited prior art 
is properly read on the rejected claims above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-21,34 and 37-39 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The cited prior art fails to teach or anticipate the use of a polyphenyl compound 
as a discoloring agent in an indicator composition for plasma sterilization comprising a 
colorless chromogenic fluoran pigment and a coloring assistant.
